CONDOR Ferries has announced that it in¬ 
tends to return to Weymouth as from 
March 1st, 2013.

A N Olympic row has erupted after Dorset County 
Council scrapped plans for colourful floral round¬ 
abouts to welcome Games and other visitors to 
Weymouth and Portland. 

The borough council has a distinguished record for flo¬ 
ral success including Britain in Bloom awards, but it re¬ 
cently had to hand over responsibility for almost all its 
roundabouts to county colleagues. 

Now Weymouth and Portland environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck has discovered that the county 
council plans to scrap all high quality floral roundabout 
displays in favour of a cheap low maintenance option. 

He told the View. “I have been told that they plan to 
seed Manor Roundabout with grass and wildflowers be¬ 
cause it has a low maintenance cost. 

“It is a cheap approach, but even that has no chance of 
being ready in time for the Olympic Games which are 
barely seven weeks away. 


Councillors disappointment over plans to scrap floral roundabouts

“Worse, this cost cutting approach to planting will also 
be carried out for every other roundabout in Weymouth 
and Portland except Foords Corner in Wyke Regis and 
Chalbury Corner at Preston where existing sponsorship 
deals don’t expire until later this year when those round¬ 
abouts will also come under county control. 

“We are the major standard bearer for the Olympic 
Games outside London and clearly award-winning floral 
displays, such as those previously seen on Weymouth and 
Portland roundabouts, would have played a key role in 


Light Veils fail to impress 


WEYMOUTH’S high 
flying new seafront laser 
lighting system came 
down to earth with a 
bump when its launch 
night failed to impress 
crowds on the Esplanade. 

Public address system 
problems combined with 
darkness coming late 
meant the laser lights 
didn’t show to their best 
effect despite a superb 
show just a week before 
in misty conditions on 
Mayor Making night. 

It was Weymouth and 
Portland’s new Mayor 
Margaret Leicester who 
spoke at the official 
launch when she said the 
new lights marked “an 
historic moment”. 

She also said they were 
“the first laser lights at a 
seaside resort and it takes 
us into the 21 st century”, 
adding that she hoped 
everyone would enjoy 
them. 

But poor conditions 
created a poor display 
and a poor public re¬ 
sponse with spectators 
comments to officials 
ranging from “what a 
load of rubbish” to 
“bring back the fairy 
lights”. 

An earlier press confer¬ 
ence to launch the lights 
pointed out that they 


thrived in conditions 
which were dark and 
which enabled the lights 
to pick up and reflects el¬ 
ements such as mist or 
particles in the air. 

The lights cost £450,000 
in the £2.5 million 
seafront regeneration 
scheme whose head 
Simon Williams de¬ 
scribed the lights as “ 
unique project” which sat 
neatly with Weymouth’s 
Georgian seafront. 

He stressed: “This is not 
a laser light show but a 
piece of artwork which is 


subtle and very special.” 

Artists Vong Phaophanit 
and Claire Oboussier who 
came up with the “Light 
Veils” concept both at¬ 
tended the meeting with 
representatives of engi¬ 
neering consultancy Par¬ 
sons Brinckerhoff who 
designed and delivered 
the project for seven 16- 
metre light columns send¬ 
ing out a variety of phased 
patterns into the bay to 
draw together the Es¬ 
planade and seafront with 
the sea. 

Vong said: “Like a per¬ 


son moving round trying 
to view a sculpture, the 
lights constantly ask peo¬ 
ple to move around. You 
have to view it fully be¬ 
cause each angle gives a 
different interpretation.” 

Unfortunately specta¬ 
tors thronging the Es¬ 
planade were 

unimpressed because they 
could only see hints of 
what the lights can show 
when fully effective 
which disappointed Mrs 
Leicester who said: “It 
was unfortunate but there 
will be other nights.”

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Advanced works are due to start this 
month on a £2million repair scheme 
for the ferry berth area at Weymouth 
quay. 

Contractors working on behalf of 
Weymouth and Portland council will 
tackle preliminary works to prepare 
the quay for major repairs which are 
scheduled to start in the autumn. 

The preliminary works will include 
removal of the canopy that covers 
the ferry berth walkway, excavation 
work to relieve the pressure on the 
quay wall, partial filling of the scour 
hole, ground investigation for the 
main works and screening the site 
from the Bay side Festival next to the 
Pavilion. 


Initial works will be completed be¬ 
fore Olympic sailing events are held 
in July and August. 

Significant structural changes at 
Weymouth quay were detected in 
February forcing Condor Ferries, 
which usually sail from Weymouth 
to the Channel Islands, to temporar¬ 
ily move operations to Poole. 

Engineering consultants, Atkins 
were appointed by the council to de¬ 
sign a scheme to bring the ferry berth 
back into operation by March 2013. 

Yesterday’s borough management 
committee was due to be asked to ap¬ 
prove the funding of both the ad¬ 
vanced works and major repair 
scheme, estimated to cost a total of 
£2 million. 


Weymouth and Portland environ¬ 
ment spokesman Councillor Ian Roe¬ 
buck said: “The ferry operation is of 
vital economic significance to Wey¬ 
mouth and a lifeline service for the 
Channel Islands, so we are working 
to ensure that the necessary engi¬ 
neering works happen as quickly as 
possible. 

“These works will not only answer 
safety concerns about the berth but 
will provide the basis to enhance the 
ferry port and secure its future for the 
long term. As a council, we are ac¬ 
tively pursuing sources of external 
funding to support both these objec¬ 
tives.” 


providing as warm and colourful a welcome as possible 
for our Olympic and holiday visitors. 

“But we have gone from planting stocks to being a 
laughing stock because long grass choking a few unde¬ 
veloped wildflowers is hardly up to Britain in Bloom 
standard.” 

Mr Roebuck added that vigorous talks had failed to 
sway the county council’s approach. 

He said: “Manor Roundabout currently looks like an 
old overgrown lawn with a few dull shrubs in it while 
roadside banks overlooking the roundabout are choked 
high with weeds, definitely not the sort of Olympic look 
we want flashed around the world. 

“Weymouth and Portland’s roundabouts have been a 


source of pride for residents while also contributing to the 
environmental education of our children who have been 
involved in creating their floral designs for some years 
now. It is an inspiration for them. What is there now is 
definitely not an inspiration. 

“Sadly residents cannot help with this situation by doing 
the work themselves because of insurance liabilities.”

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Bathing fit for a king (or queen!)

KING George Ill’s re¬ 
stored replica bathing ma¬ 
chine is back on Weymouth 
seafront after refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The monarch helped 
make Weymouth the first 
fashionable seaside resort 
in the early 19 th century 
and he made 17 consecu¬ 
tive summer visits because 
he believed that the resort’s 
bathing waters had healing 
properties. 

The historic bathing ma¬ 
chine carriage was 
winched in by crane and 
settled down in its former 
position near the King’s 
Statue. 

Local engineer Bill 
Leonard, who runs M&N 
Electrical and Mechanical 
Services Ltd on Portland, 
was appointed to oversee 
the restoration. 

The Queen’s wheel¬ 
wright Mike Rowland and 
son Greg, who are respon¬ 
sible for maintaining many 
of the Queen’s collection 
of carriages, were given the 
duty of repairing the 
wheels and roof of the car¬ 
riage. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Deputy Mayor Ray Ban- 
ham said: “It is lovely to 
see the bathing machine 
back in its rightful place on 
the seafront. 

“We are proud of our her¬ 
itage and part of that her¬ 


itage has to be the King’s 
bathing machine.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
leisure and tourism 
spokesman Councillor 
Andy Blackwood said: 
“King George III was re¬ 
sponsible for Weymouth 
becoming a top visitor des¬ 
tination in the 19 th century, 
something that still re¬ 
mains the case today. 


“I want to encourage as 
many holidaymakers and 
residents as possible to 
come down and view this 
piece of history. It is a 
great addition to the many 
unique attractions and 
landmarks the borough has 
to offer visitors.” 

The bathing machine 
was used by King George 
III on his first visit to Wey¬ 


mouth in 1789, the King 
changing into his bathing 
costume while the horse- 
drawn carriage was pulled 
into the sea. 

He would then be dipped 
in the water by two female 
royal dippers before re¬ 
turning to the bathing ma¬ 
chine to change back into 
his robes. Such machines 
were very popular at many 
top seaside resorts until 
their decline in the 1900s.

Queen's award 

WATCHKEEPERS at Dorset's four Na¬ 
tional Coastwatch Institution (NCI) sta¬ 
tions are celebrating the honour of 
being given the Queen's Award for Vol¬ 
untary Service. 

It is the highest award given to local 
volunteer groups across the UK to 
recognise outstanding work done in 
their own communities. The honour, 
which was created in 2002 and is an¬ 
nounced each year on the anniversary 
of the Queen's coronation, has been 
called "the MBE for volunteer groups". 

Dorset four NCI stations include Port¬ 
land Bill, Peveril Point at Swanage, St 
Alban's Head and Lyme Bay. 

The commitment of their 160 watch- 
keepers sees them clock up some 
10,000 hours of voluntary service dur¬ 
ing the year.

NCI was founded in 1994 to support 
HM Coastguard by keeping a visual and 
radio watch along the UK's shores. Its 
members play an essential role in the 
network that keeps Britain's coast and 
inshore waters safe for commercial and 
recreational users, watching for any 
problems or potential dangers and re¬ 
porting them to the Coastguard. 

NCI receives no money from govern¬ 
ment or other official sources and relies 
entirely on contributions from the pub¬ 
lic.

A magical and mysterious, dark and beautiful cabaret-with-a-difference at The Lyric Theatre 


FANCY a stroll around the back streets of Paris, 
a tour of underground Buenos Aires and some 
show-stopping chansons without having to 
cross the English Channel? Bi-lingual 
Jazz/cabaret singer-songwriter Bethany Jame¬ 
son and master accordionist Romano Viazzani 
are bringing their stunning new show, On the 
Banks of The Seine, to Brid port's Lyric Theatre on 
Saturday, June 30th.

Belt batters ton in gritty run-chase

Dorchester 244-4 beat Winton 240-9 

BY SIX WICKETS 

DORCHESTER returned to winning 
ways thanks to an unbeaten century 
from all-rounder Dan Belt after newly 
promoted Winton had posted a difficult 
target for the county town. 

James Dunham (1-14) made an early 
breakthrough when Winton batted, 
trapping George Wright for a single 
with only seven on the board, but M 
Clarke (56) and J Duke (82) added 154 
for the second wicket to put them in 
command. 

However it was Jon Legg that made 
the breakthrough getting Clarke and 
with Quenton Miller (3-42), two of them 
superb stumpings by Stuart Voss, halted 
their progress and with James Lewis (3- 
34) mopping up the tail, the 
Bournemouth side set Dorchester a tar¬ 
get of 241 for victory. 

After the loss of Lewis (10), Steve 
Gerety hit a brisk 33 with an array of 
strokes around the ground, but his dis¬ 
missal saw Belt join Ian Sibley, and be¬ 
tween them they added 130 for the 
third wicket. 

With Sibley (28) playing the anchor 
role, Belt set about the Winton bowling 
to ensure Dorchester stayed ahead of 
the run rate should the drizzle become 
heavier, and despite slippery conditions 
they did a superb job in setting up the 
win. 

Duke (2-52) eventually trapped Sibley 
and Sam Goodhew (7) but Miller (21 not 
out) joined Belt for an unbroken part¬ 
nership of 51 to ease Dorchester to vic¬ 
tory with almost 13 overs to spare. 

Skipper Martyn Richards said: "Whilst 
we did not underestimate them, they 
did take us a little by surprise and bat¬ 
ted really well, and are a much better 
team than people have given them 
credit for. 

"Clarke and Duke are both young 
players who paced their innings well, 
and taught us the importance of com¬ 
piling innings to last 50 overs. 

"It was drizzling at tea, so we are 
grateful for both Winton and the um¬ 
pires for agreeing to continue; they 
could have pulled the plug on the 
game, but instead were happy to carry 
on. 

"Dan Belt's innings was superb. His 
timing of the ball was spot on and he 
never looked like getting out and with 
Ian Sibley they put us in the driving seat.

RAIN possibly robbed Weymouth of
